INTRODUCTION 


Recipients of this document are cautioned thet it contains some information from very 
sensitive and restricted sources ond that it should be handled on o strict need-to~know basis. 
It cannot be shown to foreign nationals or disseminoted outside the Continentol United States. 


This chronology of Soviet ond other Bloc activity during the period of the Soviet 
militory buildup in Cuba ond the period of the Cuban crisis of the summer and foll of 1962 
is designed to serve the following purposes: (a) to provide in readily usable chronological 
order a summary of the known activity undertaken by the USSR in Cube and concurrently in 
other areos, and particularly the activity of the Soviet Bloc armed forces during the period; 
(6) to highlight, by plocing the known developments in time sequence in relation with one 
another, those periods of Soviet militory octivity which oppecr to hove been most significant 
in bringing the Soviet military forces to ὁ state of readiness and which may therefore be the 
most productive for further collection and reseorch for warning purposes; and (c} fo serve os 
a detailed supplement for an occompanying document which will discuss the more significant 
aspects of Soviet militory activities during this period from the stondpoint of their possible 
indicotions and warning significonce. 

This study is of necessity ὁ preliminary compilotion of the moteriol; it is bosed targely, 
perticulerly with regard to Soviet military activity, on the information reported rently during 
the period. Such additional information as was received up to eorly June 1963 has been in~ 
cluded, but to date relatively little additional information has been obtained ond there has 
been little further detoiled study or reanalysis of Soviet preparedness measures, particulorly 
during the period prior to 22 October. it is hoped thot this compilation will be useful in’ 
encouraging such collection and research, since it appears elmost certain thot further in~ 
formation and analysis will provide additional insight into Soviet military plenning, dectrine, 
clerting procedures and deception measures for possible hostilities. 


All crises in which the USSR is or moy potentially become involved are of value for 
the study of indications ond worning intelligence. There have been o number of these since 
World Wor II, all of which provide some insight into the monner in which the USSR clerts or 
prepares its militery forces, There have been only two, however, which were so serious 95, 
to involve cn actual or potential commitment of Soviet forces in hostilities (except for thee 
Soviet air porticipation in the Korean War). The first was the Polish~Hungarian crisis of 
October-November 1956, which involved α sudden and unplanned commitment of Soviet 
ground forces in Hungary (under lax security conditions} ond preporations for such ection 
against Pelond; the second was the Cuban crisis. The latter wos potentiolly the more serious, 
since it involved o risk of direct hostilities between Soviet and US forces (at leest in Cubo} 
and thus ὁ fer greater danger of escalation. it is olso significantly different in that the 
USSR hod ample time to prepore its forces for the crisis τὸ that it would not be caught by 
surprise, and fo insure maximum secrecy ond deception measures. 


Even this preliminory compilation of available evidence strongly points to the month 
of September os of ot least equal and possibly greeter significonce for warning analysis than 
the period of the “crisis” itself. tn porticular, the period of approximately 8-20 September, 
which coincided with the first deliveries of MRBMs to Cubo ond the Soviet afnouncement 
that its forees were bring brought to “highest combat saad? is believed the most likely

This chronology of Soviet and other Bloc activity during the period of the Soviet 
military buildup in Cubo and the period of the Cubon erisis of the summer ond foll of 1962 
is designed to serve the follawing purposes: (6) to provide in readily useble chronological 
order a summary of the known activity undertaken by the USSR in Cuba ond concurrently in 
other creas, ond particulorly the activity of the Soviet Bloc ormed forces during the period; 
{b) to highlight, by placing the known developments in time sequence in relation with ont 
another, those periods of Soviet military activity which appear to hove been mos? significant 
in bringing the Soviet military forces to 6 state of readiness ond which moy therefore be the 
most productive for further collection ond research for warning purposes; ond (6) fo serve os 
ὁ detailed supplement for on accompanying document which will discuss the move significent 
aspects of Soviet military activities during this period from the standpoint of their possible 
indications and woring significance. 


This study is of necessity @ preliminary compilation of the meterial; it is based torgely, 
particularly with regard to Soviet military activity, on the information reported currently during 
the period. Such additional informotion os was received up te early June 1963 hos been in~ 
cluded, but to date relatively little additional informotion has been obtained ond there het 
been little further detoiled study or reenolysis of Soviet preparedness measures, particularly 
during the period prior to 22 October. It is hoped thot this compilation will be useful in’ 
encouraging such collection end reseorch, since it appears almost certain that further in~ 
formation and analysis will provide additional insight into Soviet military plonning, doctrine, 
alerting procedures and deception measures for possible hostilities. 


All crises in which the USSR is or may potentiolly become involved are of value for 
the study of indicotions and worming intelligence. There have been o number of these since 
World Wor ΕΠ, all of which provide some insight info the manner in which the USSR olerts or 
prepares its militory forces. There hove been only two, however, which were τὸ serious ας, 
to involve on actus! of potential commitment of Soviet forces in hostilities (except for thes 
Soviet ait participstion in the Koreon Wor). The first wos the Polish-Hungorion crisis of 
October-November 1956, which Involved o sudden and unplanned commitment of Soviet 
ground forces in Hungary (under lax security conditions) and preperations for such action 
agoinst Poland; the second was the Cubon crisis. The lotter wos potentially the more serious, 
since it invelved o risk of direct hostilities between Soviet and US forces (ot least in Cuba} 
ond thus 6 for greater danger of escolation. Εἰ is also significantly different in that the 
USSR had ample time to prepore its forces for the crisis so thot it would not be cought by 
surprise, ond to insure maximum secrecy and deception measures. 


Even this preliminary compilation of evailable evidence strongly points to the month 
of September as of at least equal ond possibly greater significance for worning onalysis than 
the period of the "eri In particular, the period of opproximetety Ἐ-20 September, 
which coincided with the first deliveries of MRBMs fo Cubo and the Soviet cAnouncement 
thet its forces were being brought fo “highest rombot τοέ  σον οὖν Βα Το οὐ the mos! likely 
(ον fucsher information becomes avoilable; to provide understanding of the nature of Scviet 
proparedness measures. 


This chronolégy covers the period from 1 July 1962 to 23 November 1962. The 
initial dete wos. selected becouse it marked the stort of the heavy Soviet military shipments 
to Cube. However, Soviet preparations of course begon considerably earlier, and the 
decision to undertoke the Cuben venture.cimost certainly had been made by April. . There~ 
fore, certain eorlier activity is probably relevant to the buildup although ft has not been

Since this study. is directed to Soviet and secondarily Setellite preparedness measures 
. rather than to Cuba itself, the developments selating to Cuba heve been selotively briefly 
noted, with the exception of the 22-31 October period when considerobly more detail has 


been included. 


Becouse all US ond mony other Western intelligence collection facilities were on an 
alert ond every scrap of available information was promptly reported duririg the period 
beginning 22 October, the volume of material included for this period on the preparedness 
measures of the Bloc armed forces is almost certainly disproporticnately large in reletion to 
the eorlier period. -Had Ὁ similar intelligence alert been in effect earlier, it is possible that 
more information would hove been currently aveilable.

Excerpt from the Soviet Government Statement of 1! September 1962: *The Soviet 
Government calls the offention of the world public ond olf governments which stand for 
peoceful coexistence to the fact that even now, when the United States is preparing an 
oct of aggression and is increasing its armed Forces for this purpose by calling up 150,000 
reservists into the army, when the US President is asking Congress for permission to do this, 
USSR Minister of Defense Morshol Malinovskiy has ordered that those servicemen who have 
completed their term be discharged and then transferred to the reserves. 


“Trained soldiers are being released from the Soviet armed forces and recruits are 
being called up to replenish the units. This afone is ¢ clear enough indication of our 
pecceful intentions. No government would take such α measure if it contemplated any 
getion of a military noture. One must realize what it means when trained soldiers are being 
released from the army and recrvits called up who must yet be troined--end this is not so 
ecsy to do considering the complex military equipment of today, which requires α great 
amount of knowledge not only from commanders but from every private. In taking this 
step we ore realizing meesures in our daily fife which confirm that the Soviet Union is 
following o policy of insuring peoce ond friendship with oll peoples. 


“The Soviet Union will not teke any simifor retatictory action fo the callup of 
150,000 reservists in the United States, the more so since this cannot be of ony serious 
militory importsnce, given up-to-date means of nuclear rocket warfare.

The following is from the address of Marshal Molinovskty, Soviet Minister of 
Defense, to the Armed Forces Ideological Conference, October 1982, ox published in 
Red Star of 25 October 1962:

Khrushchev devoted the mejor portion of his speech to the Supreme Soviet on 
12 December 1962 te @ discussion of the necessity of avoiding nucleor war and tag 
defense of Soviet policy in the Cuban situation. "The main result of the foreign politi- 
tol activity of the Seviet Government... .consists in the fact that the attack on Cuba 
prepared by the aggressive impericlist circles of the United Stotes hos been averted." 
He tepeotedly stoted thot peaceful coexistence rather then war must be the course for 
humonity and emphasized the catastrophic consequences of war, Specifically, with 
regard to the Cubeon crisis he stated: 


Cuba had been in danger of snother invasion this autumn; “everything showed 
thot the US was preparing to corry out an ottack on the Cuban Republic using its own 
armed forces.” 


Becouse of these threats, Cube “last summer" asked the Soviet Government for 
odditione! assistance end “an ogreement wos reached about a number of new mecsures, 
including the stotioning in Cube of a few dozen Soviet ballistic rockets of medium range. 
These weopons were to be in the hands of the Soviet military.” 


This smell number of rockets was not intended for on attack on the US but only 
for the defense of Cubs. Rockels were placed there so that the American imperialists, 
Hf they decided on invosion, would feel thet war wos on their own frentier and would 
have δ more realistic ideo of the danger of thermonuclear war, {f there hed been no 
threat of invasion in the first place, there would hove been no need to put rockets in 
Cuba.
